Live stock and perm anent ag ricui- 
! ture have long g one hand in hand, 
it 
is a principle as old as ag riculture it- 
' self that the land needs live stock sis 
! truly as live stock needs the land. 
! Neither would one long continue to re­ 
turn a profit without the other. 
As 
a rule, the more live stock a farm 
maintains, the hig her the state of fer­ 
tility . 
It Is not advisable, however, to over­ 
do the thing . 
The soil fertility prob­ 
lem *s not the only problem the fa nn­ 
er has to face. 
There is the q uestion 
of economics alway s awaiting him. 
These late y ears, especially , must he 
ask himself, “Does it pay ?” 
It is q uite possible to carry the 
live-stock Idea too far. to become over­ 
stocked and, because of sanitation, 
housing facilities, m arket conditions, 
etc., to waste one’s profits throug h 
over-production. 
Professor W arren of 
Cornell university , who has g iven a 
lifelong study to the problems of farm 
manag ement, 
say s 
it 
is 
safer 
and 
usually pay s better for the averag e 
farm er to keep no more stock than he 
has feed for, it being advisable in most 
cases to have a little feed to sell rath­ 
er than to have to buy it. 
To be a successful farmer, one must 
make a comfortable living from the 
land and leave it more productive 
than he found it. 
No method has 
so 
far been discovered that can bring 
about 
this result so 
simply and so 
satisfactorily as a well-balanced 
sy s­ 
tem ,» f ii\e stock fanning , and the 
-at¡-faction and profits derived there­ 
from will depend In no small deg ree 
upon the q uality of the live stock.
